Late enrrespondence from Topeka, Kanaus,
give thes tollowing detnils ol preparations for
warring sgainst the Inawus, Io re<ponse to
an order uwpon him for S'ate Ltroops, by
Genersl Sherden, Governor Crawtord his igsued
his proclannion, enumerating the crimes
which had been perpetraled by the savages,
publishing the letler of Geueral Sheridan, aond
calling 1orgthe required number of volunteers,
Keciuting offices were immedintely establisacd,
and wen enlivted witlingly and rapialy,

In the oreapizstisn and master of tias regl.
ment into the United States sepvice, the General
comwarding the department spooluted Brevet
Laew entnt-Colonel Willinm T, Geniry, Caplain
Seventeenth United Stutes Infuutry and acting
Judge Advoeale Gieperal, Departwent or Misspurl,
10 be mustering otlicer, Lo establizh his office ut
this pomt, the place of rendezvous, Bievet
Lrigndier-General  James M. Foreyth, Major
Teunth United Butes Cavalry, Tuspector General
of the Depariment, 1s also here luspectivg the
horses and equwpments lorming part of the
orgauization of the regiment.

Although bat little over two weeks have
elapsed since the date of the Governor's pro-
clnmation, there are now over 400 men in camp
here, 150 reeralls are ll'.(‘g[l‘i‘hl!il en route, and
returus from (e various reeroiting estublishe
ments indicate that the entire quota of 1240 men
will have been filed by she present week.

This wiil be iullowed by the others In four
or five days aiter, Major-feperal BSheri-
oun,  sccompunicd by  Brevet  Liestegant
Culomel  J,  Schuyler Crosby aud Breyet
Lieutepnnt-Colonel A, J, MctGonpigle, arrived
heve lust evening on a special tin from Fort
Haye, The Geuersl visited Goveroor Craw o,
with whom he beld s consultntion in relation
to tbe Sinte regiment., ‘kbhe Governor ielt
confident that the regimeul would be in the
field by \Le Orsl of the wmonh.
